LOUISVILLE CHOICES FAIL 



CANADIAN RACING SEASON TO BE USHERED 
IN TODAY AT WOODBINE. 

Ideal Track and Weather Conditions in Prospect and 
Sport of High Calibre Assured — Speculation 
to Be Confined to the Pari-Mutuels. 



Toronto, Ont., May l!t. — The Canadian racing sea- 
son begins tomorrow afternoon with the opening of 
the Ontario Jockey Club's spring meeting at beauti- 
ful Woodbine. A program liefitting the occasion has 
been provided by the club, which adds over $10,000 to 
the purses offered for the seven races. The big feature 
is of course tlie King's Plate, but there are offered 
as additional attractions the Minto Sidling Stakes, 
the Woodstock Plate and the Scarborough Steeple- 
chase. All of the prominent American stables have 
entered liberally for these races and some high-class 
sport should result. S. C. Hildreth’s good three- 
year-old Zeus will meet It. T. Wilson’s Naushon in 
the Woodstock Plate, while Fitz Herbert and King 
James are both named to go in the inaugural dash. 
With racing conditions that could not be improved 
upon and the prospect excellent for bright sunshine 
tomorrow, a record-breaking crowd is expected. 

The meeting at Woodbine this spring will mark 
the introduction of the pari-mutuel system of specu- 
lation in Canada. The club has installed twenty-one 
machines, some of which are for $10 tickets and 
others for $5 and $2. A handsome new building has 

been erected on the site of the old betting en- 

closure for the accommodation of the mutuel specu- 
lators and the lawn has been extended fully an 

eighth of a mile in the direction of the stables 

at the upper end of the grounds. 

S. C. Hildreth, who arrived with his powerful 
stable this afternoon, is well pleased with his sur- 
roundings. tin the same train came the tliorough- 
hiods owned by I*. S. 1*. Randolph, including Plate 
Class. 1. B. Bradtield also sent on his horses, among 
them being Rostrum, which he purchased of .1. I- . 
Bartlett before leaving Baltimore. T. It. ('endian's 
s Bride, in charge of John lluffy, also arrived from 
Pimlico.

Associations will permit anyone in good standing 
to claim a horse out of a selling race. Heretofore 
the rules confined the claiming privilege to owners 
who had a starter in a race.

NIAGARA FALLS PROJECT TAKES SHAPE. 

Niagara Falls. Ont., May Iff. — The charter of the 
Niagara Falls Driving Park Association, which has 
been fitt a long time more or less dormant, will 
again lie put to use at once. This charter is re- 
garded as of considerable value since the new Cana- 
dian betting law went into force last year, as no 
new racing charters are being granted, and the value 
of those already in existence has increased. Yes- 
terday the owners of the stock of the Niagara Falls 
Driving Park Association purchased the Thompson 
farm, adjoining the present race track on Victoria 
avenue and immediately west of Morrison and Sim- 
one streets. The consideration is understood to lie 
in the neighliorhood of $15.1X10 and the area of land 
secured by the deal is about thirty acres. This will 
give ample space for a mile track, with room for 
paddocks, training grounds, stables, grandstand, etc. 
The last government returns show that the follow- 
ing gentlemen own all the stock in the Niagara 
Falls Driving Park Association, and at a meeting 
today were elected to fill the various offices of the 
Association: William Doran, manufacturer, presi- 
dent: Harry Williams, hotel proprietor, vice-presi- 

dent ; John Robinson, real estate and insurance, sec- 
retary: Charles .1. Doran. Thomas Einry. .1. II. Mar- 
shall! John I.. Dawson and F. W. Griffith, directors. 
These gentlemen are all prominent residents of 
Niagara Falls. It is planned to conduct race meet- 
ings of the regulation seven days duration during 
July and August. W. M. Murray has been engaged 
as general manager. 

ED TIPTON SETS RUMOR AT REST. 

Lexington. Ky., May 10. — The controlling stock in 
the Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders' Association 
was transferred today from the Messrs. Stall of this 
citv to Ed A. Tipton for approximately $SO,000. 
Mr" Tipton said after the deal was closed that the 
rumor that lie had bought the plant for a New York 
syndicate with a view of giving running race meet- 
ings in addition to the annual trotting meeting is 
without foundation. “The plant,” said lie. “is to 
be devoted exclusively to trotters, and I propose to 
make it the greatest trotting ground in the world. 
Lexington's one running track is sufficient for a city 
of its size, and I have no inclination to overcrowd 
the field or to do anything that would deteriorate 
the interests of the Kentucky Association.” 

MONCRIEF GRANDSTAND DESTROYED BY FIRE. 

Fire which is believed to have started in the res- 
taurant destroyed the grandstand and paddock at 
Moncricf Park. Jacksonville, Fla., Thursday. The 
loss is estimated at $35,000. Owing to recent legis 
lation against racing in Florida it is lielieveil that 
the stand will not be rebuilt. The loss is partially 
covered by insurance.

CONDENSED HISTORY OF THE CLARK HANDICAP 

Under different names and conditions, what is now the Clark Handicap has lieen run annually at 
('luirchil Downs track ever since the first year of racing there in 1875. Originally it was a stake race for 
three-year-olds and as such a seipiel to the Kentucky Derby and called the Clark Stakes. The Derby, as 
now, was the feature of the first day of each meeting ami the Clark Stakes was tig- star attraction of the 
last day, the distance being two miles, while the Derby was a mile and a half. In those days owners did 
not object to running their three-year-olds over such distances and Ihe horses stood the strain just as well 
as they now do contests over the shorter distances in vogue. The distance was ept down to a mile and u 
quarter in 1881 and in 1!XI2 the event was made a handicap for three-year olds and over. The dales of two 
more reductions in distance are shown in the table lielow. The condensed history of the race is as follows:

FAVORITES CUT LITTLE FIGURE IN AFTER- 
NOON’S RESULTS AT CHURCHILL DOWNS. 

Contenders at Liberal Odds Monopolize the Places in 
Several Races — Carman Stable Furnishes Three 
of the Unsuccessful Choices, 



Louisville, Ky., May 19. — The followers of favor- 
ites had an unprofitable afternoon of it at Churchill 
Downs. Especially was it disastrous for those with 
a penchant for big investments and small returns on 
outstanding contenders seemingly with a mortgage 
on a |K,rtion of the purses. In fonr of the races the 
first and second clioiccs landed out of the money 
and their failures swelled the prices about the placed 
ones to a considerable degree. Two extreme out- 
siders were among the winners. 

Tin- Carman stable played a conspicuous part in 
the woes of tlie public liy furnishing three of the 
disappointing favorites. They were Sir Alvoscot, 
Cohort ami Sir ('leges. Tlie lirst named began tin- 
day’s upsets when he failed to lie a serious factor 
on account of sulking, liis mean traits cropped out 
immediately after the start, when lie pulled up of 
his own accord. Cohort, considered the best betting 
proposition of the afternoon, carried (lie largest 
stable commission of tlie season. He flattered his 
supporters for tlie first half mile by staying close 
to the speedy John Gritiiu II., but weakened un- 
expectedly in tlie last furlong and ultimately failed 
by a small margin to get third money. Sir ('leges, 
like Cohort, seemed a certain winner in the stretch, 
lint sueennilHii in tlie final drive. Another jolt that 
tin* form players received during the afternoon came 
in tlie second race when l'raetorian was left at the 
post and Miss Wiggs got off so poorly as to pre- 
clude any possibility of her finishing among the 
first three.

LAT0NIA DERBY LOOMS IMPORTANTLY. 

Kentucky Race-Goers Looking Forward to a Notable 
Contest on Opening Day at Covington. 

Cincinnati, <)., May 19. — Although it is three 
weeks before the opening of Latonia racing, turf- 
men and tin* followers of racing hereabouts are al- 
ready looking forward to the running of the Derby, 
Latouia’s stellar feature, and its bringing together 
of tin* luminaries of the three-year old division. The 
winner of this year’s event will rightfully be entitled 
to premier among the three-year-olds, for lie will 
meet with opposition from the best of liis age in 
training. The distance, a mile and a half, the true 
Derby route, will offer a splendid test of the win- 
ner’s ability and prowess aud should settle the 
question of superiority. 

The Latonia fixture, with its extended distance, 
will give Meridian and Governor Gray the oppor- 
tunity lor a meeting that will afford the respective 
supporters of these racers a true line on their rela- 
tive abilities. Governor Gray triumphed over his 
rival in the Blue Grass Stakes, but Meridian reversed 
the running in li is next meeting with Governor Gray 
in tin* Kentucky Derby. The supporters of Governor 
Gray were not convinced of the eastern colt’s su- 
periority in that race, attributing Governor Gray’s 
failure to the manner in which he was ridden by 
Troxler. Governor Gray’s admirers figure that the 
added distance. of tlie Latonia liorby will be in l»is 
favor. It. F. Carman, Meridian’s owner, smiles 
knowingly when this is mentioned, but once when 
nettled, he retorted: “Meridian can beat Governor 

Gray at an eighth of a mile or from here to Cali- 
fornia.” 

Besides the Kentucky Derby contestants, the prob- 
able field for the Latonia Derby will contain 
such good racers at Star Charter, Heatherbroom, 
Adams Express, White Wool. Messenger Boy anil 
Eddie Dale.

JOYS AND PERILS OF STEEPLECHASING. 

Harry Stone, formerly a steeplechase rider of note, 
writes interest ingl.v of his personal cxiK’riences in 
tlie saddle. For thirteen years Mr. Stone rode horses 
over tlie jumps and lie pronounces sieeplechasing to 
be tin* most fascinating sjHirt in the world. He de- 
scribes bis sensations as follows: 

"Tlie pleasure of sitting astride a game hurdler 
and Hying through tin* air gives one a sense of ex- 
hilaration that is sublime. And tlie fact that one 
lias to concentrate all his energies and attention to 
prevent accidents adds to tlie thrill and joy of tlie 
sport. A rider takes a nasty tumble at a race track. 
When lie is led or carried off tlie course you find 
that an arm or collarbone is broken. Does that force 
him to retire from the pastime? Not so that it is 
noticeable. He worries until the trouble is over. 
Not on account of the injury, hut simply in his anx- 
iety to get Iwick in tlie saddle. That professional 
racing men are not alone in praising tlie sport of 
steepiecliasing is apparent from tin* number of Us 
wealthy amateur supporters.* Men who are worth 
millions grasp at the opportunity to ride on tlie big 
courses. Not for any notoriety, but simply for tin* 
pleasure and excitement. 

"My experiences in this end of the sport have boon 
extensive enough to fill hooks. 1 suppose 1 Imre 
broken almost every bone in my body. M.v mis- 
fortunes, however, were not different from any other 
rider’s. But. like every other sport, one gets case 
hardened and pays no attention to such a small tiling 
as a fracture. Some of the accidents happened from 
causes that were so trivial it seemed ridiculous Hint 
a rider could get hurt through them. Again, there 
have been cases where it looked as if the rider couhl 
not possibly cscaiie death, aud yet he gets off with- 
out a scratch. My entry into steeplechasing came 
about In a |K*cuIiar manner. Ever since I could sit 
on a horse I was following the hounds around my 
birthplace in Toronto. Can. One afternoon, in the 
summer of 1897, Thomas I’be'an. a friend of niy 
family, jokingly asked me to- ride his horse Clarke 
i:i one of the gentlemen’s races at tin old Woodbine 
course. Eoylike. I jumped at tlie opportunity. The 
folks objected strenuously, hut I managed to get 
around them and the fateful day arrived. Clarke 
was a strong -headed horse and when tlie llag dropped 
he bounded off la front. Coining to the first jump. I 
wondered how and where I would land. Bang — we 
sailed over, and my courage returned. After going 
nearly two miles Clarke was a sixteenth in front. 
IUs trainer, who was in the middle of the infield, 
yelled at tue to pull up, as people were on tlie course. 
Clarke recognized Ills voice, flustered, and ran to- 
ward the timers’ stand. He never stopped until he 
jumped into tlie inelosure and chased tlie spectators 
away. In some manner I managed to dash out 

through a gate and on to the course again, and bv 
hard work I got home by less than one length. 

“In my next outing I was not so successful. Get- 
ting a little chesty. I tried to hold my mount when 
lie was in front. The next thing I knew I was lying 
on tlie ground with my father bending over me. 
‘This is your last attempt over steeplechases, young 
man.’ ho said, 'and don’t forget It.’ 

“Although this was said publicly. I never stopped 
riding to. tlie hounds. Six years later I started in 
business in New York. Appendicitis got in its fine 
work, and one fine afternoon my physician cheered 
me up by ordering me to go back homo. ‘Get your- 
self a comfortable rocker,’ he said, ‘and take mat- 
ters easy, for yon have not much time for this 
earth.’ I went home as ordered. Instead of the 
pricker I siient tlie afternoon around mv father’s 
horses and speedily regained inv strength. The next 
year I went hack to Gotham. Drifting around 
Sheeps head Bay one afternoon I was persuaded to 
rah* Conover In the Stirrup Cup, an amateur event. 
I was then practically unknown In New York. Mr. 
Charles Harris, Conover’s owner, put me in the sad- 
dle and told me to do tny best* and be very careful 
with tlie other riders, who were all experienced. 
W lien tlie race was over, Conover was across the line 
before the others had come out on tlie track. The 
old fever was back again. After riding as an ama- 
teur for tlie remainder of that season I took out a 
license as a professional. 

“Of all tny experiences the most thrilling was at 
Nice a few years ago while riding a mare named 
Zingara. Tin* field consisted of twenty-five. When 
the flag dropped I went off in front. After we had 
gone half a mile this flighty miss hobbled at a 
jump, took off badly and both of us landed in a 
heap. The twenty-four opponents were right behind 
us. It was a I to a 100 shot that I would be tram- 
pled to death. Fortunately I landed In such a pe- 
culiar fashion that I was lying between tlie four 
legs of m.v mount when the field came along. This 
proved a perfect citsliioD. and when tlie runners had 
passed I picked myself tip without a scratch. The 
mare was literally skinned by the iron shoes of 
some of her rivals. If I had rolled over when I fell 
there would not have been enough left of me to 
bother aliont. 

“Again, I rode one of the steadiest jumpers in 
Canada, and when he stumbled just slightly I shot 
out of the saddle and broke an arm. One thing that 
strikes me as queer is that when a rider is occa- 
sionally thrown out of the saddle to hear some folks 
say that he jumped out intentionally. If there is a 
rider in the game who has jumped off a horse when 
going full speed ho is fitted for either of two places 
— a circus or a lunatic asylum. Mv experience in 
tliis line was when \ rode John M. F. at Slieeps- 
head Bay in his third race in this country. This 
erratic hurdler made a tremendous leap at the Liver- 
|k«) 1 and. landing badly, unseated me. When I 
dropped to tlie ground I still had hold of mv reins 
and seemed unable to let go. All this time the horse 
was kicking mo with his hind legs. Finally I man- 
aged to roll myself away from hint. When I scram- 
bled to my feet I found that I could not walk. My 
riding clothes were torn into shreds. After an ex- 
amination by the track physician it was discovered 
that I had the narrowest escape in the world from 
being injured for life. Judge of my surprise the 
next day when I heard the report that I had deliber- 
ately jumped off tlie horse. If gome of those skeptics 
bad any experience riding jumpers they would soon 
find out that the jumping-off stunt is like squaring 
a circle — Impossible. 

“Of all tin? jumpers that I ever straddled I be- 
lieve that John M. F. was the last. He showed his 
ri al ability in his first two starts, which were vic- 
tories. After those great performances lie became 
erratic, and then lost his genuine form. When First 
Up threw me at I’imlieo in 1 909 I hail another 
miraculous escape from death. Tlie mare turned a 
complete somersault and rolled right over me. 1 
was carried off the field unconscious and never knew 
what happened untH the next day at tlie hospital. 

“The result of this fall stayed with me longer 
Ilian any of the others. This brings up tin* fact that 
there is very little sympathy expressed for riders 
when they fall. They recover so rapidly from in- 
juries that their hurts are belittled. The main rea- 
son for such marvelous recuperation is wholly due 
to the fine physical condition of the l*oys who risk 
their lives lo amuse tlie public. In 1909. while rid- 
ing Touchwood I got a simple fall at -Stieepshead 
Ba.v. Regaining my feet almost as soon as the horse 
I discovered quickly that m.v left arm and two 
lingers were broken. This, kept me on the ground 
for nine weeks. The time lost while recovering 
from an injury is one of the hardships of a steeple- 
chase rhRr’s life. Their earning power is sum- 
marily cur off. While t hoy are standing around idle 
I he stable employs another rider. So when one gels 
back to good health it really moans starting over 
again. 

“In schooling horses in the morning the chances 
of an accident are just as great as during a race. 
Several years ago I was schooling Sandalwood a 
(urn through the field in preparation for a Saratoga 
campaign. At the last jump In* stepped in tlie ditch 
of flu* Liverpool and fell. I picked myself up with 
a collarbone broken in two places. One week later 
at Saratoga I had the arm strapped down in such a 
manner as to give me partial use of the forearm. 

1 rode Commodore Fontaine in tin* North American, 
a three-mile event, and won. Had I fallen off Com- 
modore Fontaine and broken that shoulder again it 
would have been shattered so that I would have 
jMH*n a cripple for life. Tills goes to show how anx- 
ious a rider is to get back to work, and what chances 
In* will take to get into the saddle again. One of the 
most courageous jumpers I ever rode is Waterway. 
This I found out to my sorrow at Saratoga when lie 
made an effort to take off at a fence when lie bad 
plenty of room to put in another stride. His over- 
confidence landed him on top of a hedge. We both 
fell and I carried away two broken ribs. Jn spite of 
all the many injuries that are chronicled yearly 
the fascination of steeplechasing always brings 
plenty of recruits. You may have narrow escapes 
and exciting moments, but nevertheless, believe me, 
steeplechasing is a winner.”

The yearlings from Sandringham are a fine-looking 
lot, and well grown. In addition to three home bred 
colts his majesty lias entered Polo, a colt by Volo- 
ilyovskl — -Runaway Match (bred by Lady Warwick) 
mid Miraheau, a colt by Iyird Bobs — Mirabel le (lireil 
liy the Messrs. Boole) for tin* Derby of 1912. He 
sides two Sandringham bred fillies his majesty lias 
nominated Mild Meg. a chestnut daughter of Marta- 
gun Mundnn (tired liy Lady Warwick) for (In* Oaks 
of 1912. The foil Is at Sandringham area very prom- 
ising lot; indei-d. some of tin* best bred there for 
some time, and tin- splendid batch of broodmares in 
(In* world famous Norfolk paddocks includes Witeli 
of the Air. which. It will he remembered, won a 
race at Kemplon Park a few boors prior to the 
death of King Edward. 

It may la* interesting to recall tiiat at a dinner 
a few years hack at Newmarket the question of King 
Edward’s indifferent lurk with li is horses that sea- 
son was mentioned, and King George (their Prince 
of Wales) laughingly remarked: “Wait until mine 

are ready: I shall revive tin* fortunes of our bouse.” 
It will lie (lie sincere wish of every sportsman 
that his majesty’s prediction may lie speedily ful- 
filled: and should lie lie so lucky as to breed a Derby 
winner — the height of every sportsman’s ambition — 
he may he assured that tin* success of tlie regal silk 
will evoke as much enthusiasm as in the past. — Lou- 
don Sporting Life. 

SOME ANCIENT ENGLISH RACING. 

It is .worth recording in connection with the recent 
very successful meeting at Chester that races were 
i Staid i shiil t here so far hack as A. D. 1512. It is 
stated by Randle Holme, of that city, that towards 
tlie latter part of Henry VIII. 's reign, on Shrove 
Tuesday, tlie Company of Saddlers of Chester pre- 
sented to “the drapers a wooden ball embellished 
with flowers, and placed upon tin* point of a lance. 
This ceremony was performed in tlie presence of tin* 
mayor at tin* Cross of the Rondy, or Roodee, an 
open place near the city, hut this year (1540) the 
ball was changed into a silver bell, valued at three 
shillings and sixpence or more, to be given to him 
who shall run host and furthest on horseback before 
them on tin* same day. Shrove Tuesday. Those tiolls 
were denominated St. George’s bells.” Later on. in 
1609. Robert Ambrye, sometime sheriff of the city 
of Chester, caused three silver bells to he made “of 
good value.” which bells he appointed to lie run for 
with horses on St. George’s day upon (lie Roodee, 
tlie first iiorse to have flu* best Doll and tlie money 
put in by tlie horses that ran — in other words, a 
sweepstake, tlie bells to ho returned that day 
twelvemonth, as challenge cups are now. Towards 
the expenses he had an allowance from tlie city. 
Challenge bells continued to be tlie prizes at Chester 
until about 1624. when John Brereton, mayor of 
Chester, altered the course, and caused tlie horses 
to run five times round the Roodee, tlie Doll to Do of 
good value. 84ft or $50. and to Ik* a fri*e lieil to he 
held forever — in other words, a presentation and not 
a challenge prize. — l/ondon Sportsman. 

AFTER MORE STALLIONS FOR BUREAU. 

Toronto, Ont., May 19.— Though the field of the 
Canadian National Bureau of Breeding is not the 
production of tlie thoroughbred horse, hut the spread 
of tin* use of thoroughbred blood for tin* general 
advantage of the equine race, it must look to tlie 
race course for its supply. Without racing tlie thor- 
oughbred horse would disappear, or at last lose all 
the virtues which now place him far at tin* head of 
his breed, as tin* source of all his excellencies. Man- 
ager John It. Ryan of tin* bureau was among yes- 
terday's visitors at Woodbine, hoping lie might find 
the first of the twenty-one additional stallions tho 
bureau needs to supply points named by the Militia 
Department. It has now placed with farmers 
throughout the country about 100 high-bred horses, 
many of them with notable race records, hut tlie 
demand greatly exceeds tin* supply. He was much 
interested in the grand appearance of St. Bass, a 
Bassetlaw colt. “The bureau lias tie- best of tlie 
sous of Bassetlaw, I think.” lie said, “in Acrobat, 
the horse we have placed with John Mitchell at 
Medicine Hat.” Mr. Ryan predicted a large and 
•'••1 port ant addition to tlie Ontario King’s Plate field 
In coming years from eastern Ontario, where the 
■ i«i-.n*g|ii*ii*<i bad net had any active support since 
a score of years ago, hut where many farmers were 
breeding an occasional blue-blooded mare to tlie 
bureau stallions, Rosoinnunt, standing at Lancaster, 
Ont., being especially well patronized. In Quebec, 
also, there would lie a great many King’s Plate 
eligihles in a few seasons, representing many differ- 
ent owners.

BRITISH ROYALTY AND THE TURF. 

In connection with King George’s visit to Ncwinar 
ket it may be stated that horse racing, which lias 
been worthily named the "sport of kings.” has. ever 
since it was first known in this country, been pat- 
ronized in some form nr other by royalty. Amongst 
ltritisli monarchs who have taken a practical interest 
in the turf may be mentioned Henry VIII, Charles 
II. (who was himself an accomplished rider of 
races). Queen Anne (who did much to popularize rac- 
ing In the north of England). George IV. (who wli**u 
prince of Wales won the Derby with Sir Thomas in 
1798 — eight years after the institution of the Epsom 
classic), William IV.. Edward VII. and George V. 

William IV., though keeping up a large stud of 
race horses, apparently did not ikissoss much practi- 
•al knowledge of tin* turf, as it is on record that 
when asked by his trainer what horses should carry 
the royal colors at Ascot, the Sailor King replied 
in his characteristic blunt fashion: “Why, start tin- 
whole squad: some of them must win!” 

That King George will give the same extensive 
patronage to tlie turf as Ids illustrious father, there 
is every reason to expect. It is well known tiiat liis 
majesty, (luring tlie lifetime of King Edward, kept
